Many of these 
Satellite officials have spent some tim in the Soviet 
Union and mm® have served in the Soviet Army, Others 
Iseve gained their position in the Caraml 3 t n!ei^re% 
through their service with Partisan guerrillas during 
the war.

countries, These often arc* described as unscrupulous 
and opportunistic individuals idio find it to their 
advantage to servo faithfully the regJjae is power. 

That they serve wan is illicit is tb® confidence 
tSdch the Ccsmmiets apparently piece is them. 

It is of interest to note that many of these 
officials have had legal training and have practiced 
as lawyers. Quite a few also have journalistic 
hac&greunds, Hot much mention is made of technical 
espionage trai Ring, although it may be assumed that 
saeanar- particularly the old line Ccmauniats and those 
vhc have visited the USSR, have received indoctrina- 
tion of this type. 

It is of further interest that the wives of 
tmm of these mm am ardent CosammlatB in their own 
Mgnb and occasionally even act as agents themselves . 
They are mentioned a® exerting strong influences on 
their husbands. 

:cn c*aoclU9 ton, these officials do not 
to be. .in moot eases, mm of high acral standards or 
idealistic motivation. Many of them ur& described 
a? clever, mserupulcue, opportimistic, ashltioua, 

433d given to shady financial deals or occasional clack- 
imketing.
